COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

What Will the World Say? Animal Magnetism, and Hans of Ice- 
land, drew an excellent house last night. The Farce was extremely well 
cast, being supported by Farren, Harley, Walter Lacy, Meadows, Miss 
Cooper, and Mrs. Orger, but although it had this advantage, its repetition 
will not, we think, be frequent, if we judge from its reception last night. 
The new Farce, in one act, to be produced at this Theatre on Thursday 
evening next, is called Caught Napping. 

HAY-MARKET THEATRE. 

Virginius was performed here last night, and was followed by Foreign 
Affairs, and The Boarding School. 

AbELPHI.—Last night the little Theatre in the Strand, bearing in its 
hand the symbols of winter,and reminding us of the frosts and snows which 
are impending over our devoted heads, opened its hospitable doors for the 
season. The novelty was Die heren am Rheim, a “romantic Burletta of 
Witchcraft, imagined by, and produced under the sole direction of Mr. 
Yates.” It is preceded by an introductory act, in which the principal in- 
cidents are explained. The piece turns upon the endeavours of Ottocar, 
(Lyon,) superintendent of the household of the Duke Rodolph. (May- 
nard,) to depose him, and to take possession of his state; but his plots 
are discovered through the agency of Herman Salvador, (O. Smith,) 
who, under the assumed name of Eric, has become a prisoner, and is 
placed at the tender mercy of Ottocar, the superintendent. Two bravos 
are introduced, (respectively played by Wilkinson and Wright,) who sup- 
ply the comic portions of the piece, and by their unitedefforts contrived to 
keep the risible muscles of the audience on the qui vive. This Romance 
has been produced principally—we may say, exclusively—to shew what 
taste and judgment may accomplish in attention to scenic representation, 
and well has it fulfilled its mission. The introduction of real water in the 
last scene of the first act to represent a lake by moonlight, was admirably 
managed, and raised the andience into a perfect furor of excitement; in 
the midst of which, Mr. Yates made his appearance, and after receiving 
from the audience the token of approbation, which was jusily due to his 
exertions, spoke as follows: 

“ Ladies and Gentlemen, I perceive you are highly delighted with what 
you have seen, and which has been prepared in so short a time,—have 
patience, and more shall yet be accomplished.” 

The concluding scene was one of great splendour, introducing a re- 
presentation of Neptune riding in his car, drawn by four sea-horses, with 
a numerous train of attendants. Miss Ellen Chaplain made her début 
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here as Wilhelm—a young lady of pleasing manners, who alone requires 
more experience on the boards of the metropolitan stage to establish her 
reputation. Mrs. H. Grattan, favourably known at most of the Minor 
Theatres, has been added to the company, and, on her appearance last 
evening, was hailed with the greatest enthusiasm. She sang a very taste- 
ful ballad, by Rodwell, with much spirit. Mr.Wieland played a merry 
demon in the style of the “ Devil on Two Sticks,” introducing a grotes- 
que dance (in conjunction with half-a-dozen beldames) with much effect. 
The Beggar's Opera followed, in which Mrs. Grattan performed the 
character of Macheath. In the song “ When the heart of aman,” she 
was rapturously encored ; and the same honour attended the newly-intro- 
duced finale ‘“ Nix my dolly pals,” which was called for a third time. 
The evening’s entertainments concluded with Deeds of Dreadful Note. 
Between the acts of the first piece the Anthem of “ God Save theQueen” 
was performed—the first verse being sung as a trio by Miss Terrey, 
Messrs.Binge and Maynard ; the second, by Binge, and the third by Mrs. 
Grattan.—The house was crowded.
